1. Mm 29 susust 1959 12 jet Lizhters «with svwepteback Wines were narked 
at the Oranieaburg (N 53/Z 67) airficld, (1) Thore wis no flying or 
25X1X% military activity between noon and 7:30 9.m. 


2. Large wooden crates wore being unloaded from cicht railroad flatcars 
standing on the spur track at the ficld. (2) uach crate was about 
3x9 to 10 meteors and had a bulge on the front side. They were stored 
on a temporary wooden Tare Jue crate was opened at the straizht side 
and the rudder assentily of a jet fishter with swepteback trinzs was 
identified, »ix to eicht such crates arrivad at the ficld daily after 
21 Aucust 1950. 


3. Searchlichts were in »osition or boing erccted on each end of the long 

runmvay. (3) A new truck without a number and with conspicuous plexiglass 
s was covered with a tarpaulin and standing near the three search- 

lirhts at the southern end of the rumvay. The searchlichts were 30 
meters apart and fitted on poles 70 cm hizh. Tio weoden shets under con= 
struction also belonged to the searchlight station. The searchlights on 
the northern end of the runway were ahout 25 cm in diameter and from 25 
em to 1,3 meter above the ground. 


lh. One=man holes, about 30 em in diameter with slanting sides, had been 
dug out around the ficld. They were »vrobably to be used for defense. 


5. On the afternoon of 31 susust 1950 12 jet fishters with swenteback wings 
and covered with tarpaulins were parked in front of the han: gars, Four 
other olanes of the saie tyse but without camouflazed cover, were on the 
southeastern edge of the ficld. One plane had the number 21 on it nose. 
Two of the last four aircraft made ocractice flights of about 20 minutes 
duration between , and 6 p.m. after the weather had cleared, There was 
no flying at the field between 6 and 11:30 non. 
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6. Only a few windows of the air force barracks buildings northeast 
of the field were lighted at night. (h)

(1) The occuvation of the field by jet vlanes is know. It is also known 


that the field is occupied by one fighter regiment. A maximum of 2) 


jet planes was scen at the field in May 1950. EE 25X1A 

(2) Another source observed seven aircraft crates on 2); sugust 1950. 

25X10. ~ Eo eS], It is believed that more jet planes were shioped 

to Oranienburg. The exact number of jet planes in Oranienburg has not 
been determined but is estimated to be about 35. The empty crates are 
probably used for the transnortation of conventional fighters. 

(3) This is the first information that searchlights were erected. For 
sketch of airfield ané arrangement of searchlights, see Annexes 1 and 
2. The disposition of the searchlights indicates that they are prob= 
ably used for lighting the direction of approach of aircraft. 

(4) For layout sketch of air force barracks buildings, see Annex 3. 
The barracks buildings are apparently very lightly occupied.
